Dear Sherman Skolnik: 



In the conversation wo had on February 7, 1970, I told you of the 

work Harold Weisberg and I had done on a case involving a man named 
Thomas Vallee , who was apparently planning to assassinate President 
John F. Kennedy. At that time, before three witnesses who had 
accompanied me and two who were there at your Invitation, I told you 
of the relationship between the Vallee case and the assassination of 
Fred Hampton. You indicated that you would be interested in following 
further this investigation, andl suggested that we needed to know the 
complete background of one Daniel Groth, Chicago Police Officer, and 
any new facts that could be developed on the background of Thomas 
Vallee, as well as the identification of the license plate of the 
car Vallee was driving. You indicated that if I 3ent you some of the 
material we had. developed on Vallee you would be able to puruse this 
matter. Also at that timel told you this material was contained in 
a manuscript, written by Harold 'Weisberg, entitled "Coup D'Btat." 

On March 10 you telephoned me, to urge that I send to you the 
complete fil on Thomas Vallee. In a telephone conversation that 
was "monitored on an extension phone here you stated: you needed the 
material on Vallee as quickly as possible because you wanted to get 
your class started on it the next week; you felt that it might be 
possible to take some meaninful court action in the case and you said 
you might do that; I explained to you that Wejsberg' aM v I had never 
made any public use of this material because we felt it was a highly 
important" case and should not bo frittered away for mere publicity; 

I told you to check with eisberg or me before you made any public 
use of this material; you said th t you would call Weisberg to discus 
those matters with him, you asked me i you should call him right then 
and I suggested you call him the following evening at around ten PM; 

I told you that any use of this material should credit Weisberg and 
myself; you assured me that you would be in touch with me before you 
made any public, use of this material, which you indicated might he a 
court suit. 



In spite of the lateness of the hour, after I spoke with you I called 
Harold at his home and told him of the conversation I'd just had with 
you. I had previously written to him and told him of the meeting I'd 
had with you in February. He expressed some skepticism, but agreed 
that I should send the material to you if you were going to be able

He reminded me hoy/ 

often we had refrained from publicizing this cane, b s cause we di n't 
want to just sot it off In a vacuum, he said that there were many 
important aspects of thin case that would bo further clarified and 
defined in coming weeks, and that to give the material to someone who 
lacked judgement would bo throwing it away. I assured him that I 
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trusted your judgement in this case, and that anyway you were going 
to call .him and he could make these things clear to you personally*
